time the gathering begins to allow the 
use of horses or oxen. The latter are 
still frequently employed and they add 
something to the picturesqueness of 
the work. Hoads are broken out in 
every direction through the woods, and 
along these the horses or oxen draw a 
stout sled made with wooden shoes 
so as to go with almost equal ease over 
bare ground or snow. Upon tills sled 
>s fastened a big tub called the ‘‘draw- 
tub.” Into this the sap is gathered, 
being poured from the buckets at the 
trees .and brought to the sled in palls. 
The draw-tub is made largest at the 
bottom, so as to sit firmly upon the 
sled, and chained down. When the 
gathering team reaches the sugar 
house the contents of the draw-tub ara 
pumped or dipped out and carefully 
strained into huge tubs called holders. 
Thence the sap is put into the boiling 
pans and after several hours boiling 
the contents become a syrup—a thick 
brown liquid half way between sap 
and molasses. The syrup is then taken 
out carefully strained and put away in 
clean wooden tubs to cool and settle. 
If the product is to be marketea as 
maple syrup, it is simply boiled until 
of the required thickness, and then put 
into the gallon tin cans in which it is 
to be shipped. If sugar Is to be made, 
the boiling is continued for a length 
of time which varies according to the 
form into which it is to be flnlshed. 

There are various ways of telling 
when the sugar is boiled enough. An 
experienced maker can tell by the 
thickness ns it drips from the edge of 
a wooden paddle which he lias dipped 
into it. When it has reached a certain 
consistency a snowball held tinnly and 
dipped into it comes out capped with a 
thin brown coating, delicious to be 
euten. This is called "waxing it,” and 
is the favorite form for eating. Wheti 
the cry goes lip from some watcher 
who lias been experimenting, “It's 
ready to wax,” the visitors leave their 
various occupations of whittling, 


SOAPS AS INSECTICIDES. 

A communication from the New 
York Experiment Station relative to 
the quality of soaps for insecticides, 
says: 

Whale oil or iisb oil soaps are 
among the bert Of contact insecticides 
if they are of good quality, since they 
are inexpensive, easy to use, safe and 
effective. In practice, however, they 
have been found to give varying re¬ 
sults, some lots of the solutions made 
from such soaps failing to kill many 
of the sauio kind of insects that other 
lots of the same apparent strength de¬ 
stroyed completely. The continued 
occurrence of such failures cast suspi¬ 
cion upon the soaps, and examination 
at the experiment station, by the ex¬ 
act methods of the chemist, proved 
that they vary to a surprising extent. 
The best sample contained four times 
as much nctual soap as the poorest 
one, and one sample of a certain 
brand was only half as good a soap as 
another cample of tho saruo brand 
from a dilferent package. So unreli¬ 
able were these soaps that the best so¬ 
lution of the problem appeared to be 
for the users to make the soap at 
home, if feasible, and a very few 
trials showed the process of making 
to be very simple and inexpensive. 

The soap is made by thorough mix¬ 
ing of easily obtained materials, with¬ 
out heating. To make 40 pounds of 
soap, containing (X) per cent actual 
soap, requires six pounds of caustic 
soda, 22 pounds of Hsh oil and one 
and a half gallons of water. The soda 
is first dissolved in the water and the 
oil then added gradually, with con¬ 
stant and vigorous stirring. This 
soap can be made at a cost of three 
cents a pound or less. Used at the 
rate of one pound to seven gallons of 
water, the solution will destroy plant 
lice, scales and other soft-bodied 
sucking insects without injury to fo¬ 
liage.—Orchard and Farm.

The making of 
Ihe sugar is not confined to that region 
alone, for wherever maple trees are 
found In sufficient numbers to make 
the tapping of them profitable, the sap 
is drawn therefrom and boiled into 
sugar. Then, there is the “maple” su¬ 
gar manufactured ‘from corncobs and

of Orange county, and it is stated 
that over 2G00 cars of this vegetable 
will be sent out this season.* Celery 
is 6ne of the best paying crops grown 
in Southern California, and good cel¬ 
ery land is hold at higher figures than 
is good orange land. It is strange 
that, with this example before them, 
the farmers along the river bottoms 
of Northern California do not torn 
their attention mcro to thy growth of 
celery. All along the Sacramento 
and San Joaquin rivers there are vast 
tracts of laud peculiarly suited to 
this vegetable, as well as to aspara¬ 
gus.

FEEDING OF SWINE.

To feed suc¬ 
cessfully it is necessary to have a 
knowledge of the business, much of 
which can only bo obtained by prac¬ 
tical experience.

Some people 
go on iu tho same old rut, never ob¬ 
serving and never learning. Expert 
knowledge of chemistry is not neces 
sary, but some of tho results of ex¬ 
pert knowledge should be a part of 
the equipment ot every feeder. Suc¬ 
cess can only be obtained by a knowl¬ 
edge, obtained practically or by 
study, of the values of different foods 
and the proper combinations of them 
to obtain the best results. The farm¬ 
er should study the tables prepared 
from the laboratories of the govern¬ 
ment agricultural experiment sta¬ 
tions. Hearn what to feed under 
every condition that may confront 
you. Then keep a vigilant lookout, 
for the condition of your hogs and 
apply your knowledge. —I. C. I).

A POULTRY SPECIALTY. 

When a person coniines his atten¬ 
tion to one thing we call that a spe¬ 
cialty. if a man on the farm keeps 
only one kind of fowl it is fair to call 
that a specialty. We do not advocate 
every man taking up a specialty. 
Some are happier if they can busy 
themselves with h great variety of 
things. But the specialist has some 
tilings in liis favor that the other man 
lias not. lie is steadily working to¬ 
ward one goal, and it is easier to 
reach one goal than several, in a 
way he becomes an expert relative to 
certain things. He can make a study 
of his fowls and become tho possessor 
of more information on that particu¬ 
lar breed than would be possible if he 
had other .breeds. 

Each breed has its own characteris¬ 
tics as to exercise. One breed will 
hang about the poultry house, uo 
matter how large a range it has, while 
another is noted for its ranging pro¬ 
clivities. Such things have to be 
studied and the feeding regulated ac¬ 
cordingly. This is but one illustra¬ 
tion out of many we might give. 

It is a pleasure to take one breed 
and see what Jean be done with it. If 
a man wishes to develop a strain of 
egg-layers of exceptional ability he 
will need to settle down to one breed. 
It is by this process that onr breeds 
have been improved. Hong before 
the “hen fever” struck the country, 
about the middle of last century, spe¬ 
cialists were at work. In the main 
they did not strive to produce new 
breeds, but only better strains of the 
breeds they already bad. in this way 
the old jungle fowl of four thousand 
years ago, which laid !50 eggs a year, 
has been developed so that she pro¬ 
duces five times as many eggs annual- 


One sometimes wonders why college 
students think that they enjoy certain 
privileges and immunities not granted 
to other citizens. An antiquarian lias 
attempted to explain this feeling as 
the survival of tlie customs of the an¬ 
cient chartered univeis'tii s in Europe, 
whose students were responsible only 
to the university authorities of tlie 
town in which the university was sit¬ 
uated.

I WITNESS in a Chicago case swore the other 

day that he had bribed more than a hundred 
y'A jurors. Asked if any of the jurors he ap- 

j preached had ever refused to do business with 

£h0&4k 5| him. he replied Hint lie only remembered three 
I "-ho had been proof against ids seductions. 

Naturally an incident of this character leads 
to r. discussion of the value and safety of the jury system. 
Tt was primarily intended to secure for tlse accused trial 
by bis peers, and by men drawn at random from the body 
of die people. One of its purposes was to balk interfer¬ 
ence by the crown through coerced judges; and, in a day 
when the people had to stand together against this sort of 
tyranny, it did its work well. 

| But no one fears the tyranny of the crown now. and 
i we would have quite as much faith In the integrity of the 
|Judges as in that of the best jury. It. perhnps. is a safe¬ 
guard still to have it known that a Jury will sit on a case 
! which will he drawn from (he body of the people by 
j chance; hut it is a safeguard against possible rather than 
present evils. If anything like this shocking Chicago ex¬ 
perience were to become at nil common, that safeguard 
| would not weigh in the balance for a moment. 

Still, the truth probably Is that trial by jury is in more 
| danger from another side than from that of possible cor¬ 
ruption. And this is the hard usage to which jurymen arc 
! frequently subjected. This leads to a great reluctance to 
serve on a jury, and to a feeling of soreness and resent- 
1 nieut when compelled to serve. It ought to he recognized 
! that a juryman is performing a patriotic duty, quite ns lin- 
Jportant as that of the soldier: and the utmost pains should 
! he taken to make "his lot a happy one.” 

The looking up of a Jury, for Instance, with a view to 
j coercing it into reaching a verdict by sheer pressure of Im¬ 
prisonment should never he resorted to. If a jury cannot 
: agree after a reasonable discussion of the evidence, its 
disagreement ought to be frankly accepted and the jury 
|dismissed. Then it would seem as if the number of Jury 
! trials might lie reduced. A jury should not he called in 
I except where its Judgment as to fact is absolutely required. 
'Otherwise, the judges might safely he intrusted with the 
! work. Jury service will have to he given more dignity and 
'more comfort and more respect if it is to last in the high 
form which makes it a safeguard to the course of Justice.

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Another Dip Into the Foils. 

WO new 10,000 horse power turbines have been 
installed by the Canadian Power Company, and 
the time when Niagara shall cease to run is 
brought that much nearer. 

You, with your love of the beautiful, -ry 
You ask why commercialism shall 
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be allowed to destroy this world wonder, where 
millions have marveled and been brought in thought closer 
to the Power that rules the universe. 

And Commercialism says: “Here Is the best and cheap 
est power the world knows going to waste. It will turn 
the wheels of a thousand factories; it will run railroads- 
and light cities.” There is logic on both sides of the ques¬ 
tion. It is a fact that what has been done and is planned 
to he done will sound the doom of Niagara Falls. 

But there is a bigger question. The falls are public 
property. By rights they belong to uo one man or set of 
men. And yet the public has gotten little or-wothing out of 
the commercial transformation of this great torrent. 

Private capital Is now Invested in ten companies that 
have diverted much of the water from the falls. The av¬ 
erage citizen has been blessed with little, if any. reduction 
of traveling expenses, notwithstanding that the falls fur 
nish the power for ills trolley line. 

Last year a "grab” bill was introduced in the New York 
Legislature. Had It become a law, little would have been 
left of Niagara to attract slghtseel-s. The bill was fought 
tooth and nail by New York newspapers, led by the World, 
and, backed by public sentiment, they were victorious. The 
measure is to be again pressed and a still stronger fight 
to rob the people

Harsh Treatment Causes Them to Act 
Like Highly Nervous People. 

Actordlng to an expert In the 
botanic gardens at Washington, recent 
experiments there tend to confirm the 
theory that plants are possessed of 
nervt's and that some species are irrita 
hie and nervous to a marked degree. 

The genus mimosa comprises about 
200 species and most of these exhibit 
peculiarly Irritable natures If touched 
or handled in the wrong way. The 
mimosa puddea. the botanical name 
for the most sensitive of all plants, 
is so highly organized that it is kept 
in a state of neurasthenia most of the 
time. A puff of wind, the tramping 
of heavy feet near It, or the rude 
touch of the hand will cause this plant 
literally to go into nervous hysterics. 
It appears that the exciting noise or 
commotion strikes the nerves of the 
plant and causes it to close up or 
droop Its leaves. Hundreds of sensi¬ 
tive plants have been diagnosed in jhe 
botanic gardens and the observers of 
the plants have traced the nerve cen¬ 
ters to their foundation. 

In certain of the plant# the euds of 
the nerves have been located. Thus,
